Peace River had a popu- 
lution of over 10,000 and had recent- 
Iv gone solidly against the govern- 
nent, and, while it was an enor- 
mous territory, it remained undivid- 
cd, while in the south the riding of 
Clearwater had becn carved out with 
only a census population of 74 souls. 
‘These were not the only voir i 
the government's disregard for fait 

ness and principle, but th y ‘were 
enough to show that the government 
was willing to stoap to the lowest 


tricks of ‘‘dirty’’ politics in order 
to force itself back to office and 
power. 


Mr. Michener went on to show that 
avainst all manner of unfairness” in

Svnonete “or Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at aay 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of threo years. A homesteader 
may live: within nine miles of his 


homestead on a farm of at least 80 , 


acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughtor, brother or sister. 

[In certain districts a homestcader 
in gocd standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date. of 
homestead entry (including the time 
cequired to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

business of Canada, during the first 
three-quarters of the year were 
unique. The demand for, and con- 
sumption of” steel {n connection with 
the railway and engineering work of 
the country were lurger than ever be- 
fore in our history. The iron, steel 
and engineering trades of Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, and Belgium, were in 
a highly prosperous condition, and 
prices in those markets continued to 
advance throughout the whole of the 
year. In view of these conditions, it 
would be reasonable to suppose that 
very patisfactory prices would have 
been obtained by the Canadian steel 
producers. That such was not the 
case, was entirely due to the con- 
dition of trade in the United States, 
and the policy adopted by the steel 
manufacturers of that country, who, 
during the last half of the year, made 
desperate efforts to dispose of as large 
@ proportion of their produce as pos- 
sible, in Canada, quite irrespective of 
profit or even cost of production. 
Sold at a Sacrifice 

“That Canada was thus utilized as 
the dumping market for the United 
States, is evident from the fact that 
of the entire export of pig-iron by 
the United States, during the past 
years, ninety per cent. of it was thrown 
into Canada, while an enormous ton- 
nage of finished steel products was 
also disposed of in the same market, 
at prices in some instances more than 
twenty-five per cent. below the figures 
at which they were selling raw pig-iron 
in their own market five years pre- 
viously. During the later summer 
months, there was some slackening 
up in the mad scramble by American 
mills to sell, and by October Canadian 
consumers, who had previously con- 
tracted in the United States, found 
it difficult to get deliveries of their 
material. Later, when they were will- 
ing to pay premiums of several dol- 
lars a ton, for prompt delivery, they 
found that even with this gait they 
were still unable to get material for 


period, with the result that a large 
amount of structural work was de- 
layed, with consequent serious ‘loss to 


the interests affected. Following these 


conditions, prices improved materially, 

and the last quarter of the year shows 

marked increases in all departments. 
Greatly Increased Demand 

“The home demand for steel rail- 
Way, construction, car building, struc- 
tural and manufacturing purposes was 
very large, and a study of the trade 
reports shows that the consumption 
for the first half year was over thirty 
ber cent. greater than for the corres- 
ponding period of 1911, while the home 
production of iron and steel was prob- 
ably in the vicinity of from fifteen 
to seventeen per cent. greater than 
that of the previous year. When the 
final tonnage-statistics for the calen- 
dar year of 1912 are compiled, they 
will probably show that whereas the 
country’s productive capacity increas- 
ed at the rate of fifteen to twenty 
per cent. Canada’s demands increased 
at a@ much greater ratio. 

“In order that Canada’s iron and 
Steel producing capacity should more 
nearly keep pace with the consumption 
and requirements of the country, it is 
necessary that there should be at once 
a readjustment of the Canadian metal 


tariff. How inadequate the presen! 
tariff conditions are to enable our 
domestic producers to meet their 


largely increased labor, assembly and 
distribution costs as compared with 
those of foreign competitors is abun- 
dantly evident from a very cursory 
examination of the question.

“Recent quotations of foundry 
brands of Scotch and English pig-iron 
are as follows: Cleveland pig-iron, 68s 
to 69s; Sommerlee, 828; Coltness, 96s 
9. The present Canadian duties on 
these brands of pig-iron work out at 
less than 10 per cent., 8 per cent., and 
7 per cent. respectively on the three 
brands named. In the case of stee} 
billets and other forms of semi- 
finished steel, the conditions are even 
worse, recent quotations of mild steel 
billets being £6 10s a ton. The Can- 
adian duty works out at about 9 per 
cent., while, in a few cases of the 
more highly finished rolling mill pro 
ducts supplied by the United Kingdom, 
the Continent, and the United States, 
the greatest amount of protection 
ranges about 20 per cent. While on 
another very important item, namely. 
wire-rods, which comprise a very 
material proportion of the entire out- 
put of the largest steel plant in Can- 
ada, no protection whatever is af- 
forded, wire-rods being on the free 
list.”

On the first of April this year 
there will come into force new regu- 
lations governing the free entry to 
Canada of animals for the improve- 
ment of stock. To this end the fol- 
lowing amended regulations have 
been adopted by Order in Council 
for the guidance of importers and 
Custom House officers. 

1. No animal imported for the 
improvement of stock shall be sub- 
mitted free of duty unless the owner 
is a British subject, resident in the 
British Empire, or if more than one 
owner, each is a British subject 
resident in the British Empire, and 
there is furnished an import certifi- 
cate stating that the animal is 
recorded in a Canadian National 
lhiecord or in a Foreign Record rec- 
ognized as reliable by the National 
Record Committee. 

\ statutory declaration by the 
owner or oné of the owners, that he 
is a British subject, or that each is 
a British subject, resident in the 
British Empire, and that such ani- 
mil is the identical animal described 
in such certilicate, must be provided, 
and that such animal is being im- 
ported into Canada for the improve- 
ment of stock. 

2. In case such certificate is not 
at hand at the time of the arrival 
of the animals, entry for duty may 
he accepted, subject to refund © of 
duty upon the production of — the
